2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention and/or are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims recite information generating means and a discontinuity indicator generating 
means (claim 1, other claims include similar features), each providing the same function but 
phrased differently. Both claimed features appear to read on element 41 of figure 7. Either both 
claimed elements are not disclosed in a same system or applicant is claiming double inclusion of 
a single disclosed element, thereby rendering the claims either not enabled or indefinite. 
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5. Claims 1-5 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There is either no antecedent basis for "the time stamp counter" on the last line of each 
base claim or "time stamp" where used previously should be changed to --time stamp counter—. 

6. In light of the § 112 rejections above, the following prior art rejections are made to the 
claims as best interpreted by the examiner. 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1, 4-5, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Adachi 
et al. as stated in the last office action. 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims 1, 3-5, 15, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
applicant's admitted prior art in view of Menezes as applied in the last office action. 

11. Claims 1-2, 4-5, and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over applicant's admitted prior art in view of Larson as applied in the last office action. 
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12. Applicant's arguments filed 8/5/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In re pages 6-7, Adachi's phase difference detector 103 does indicate 
continuity/discontinuity of the time codes noted by applicant to also be disclosed therein. 

In re pages 7-8, "discontinuity indicator is identified in the data" (emphasis added) is 
not claimed. Menezes detection of the location and magnitude of the discontinuity admitted by 
applicant to be disclosed therein does meet the claimed/argued discontinuity indicator. 

In re page 8, "discontinuity indicator is identified in the data" (emphasis added) is not 
claimed. Larson's calculation of how long the transit delay is by utilizing time stamps and 
comparing the calculated delay against a maximum acceptable delay as admitted by applicant to 
be disclosed therein does meet the claimed/argued discontinuity indicator. 

13. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 

Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
